Motors are only the voltage specified on the nameplate. They are “universal” in 
that they can be used on either direct current or alternating current from 25 to 60 
cycles. Voltage should not vary more than 10% over or under the voltage shown 
on the nameplate. 

The green wire extending from the side of the attachment plug is a “grounding-wire”. 
The other end is attached to the Drill frame. Always connect the free end of this 
green wire to a “ground contact” such as water pipe, conduit, or a spike driven 
into the ground; this is important to protect you from shock in case the tool 
“grounds”. 

Tools are properly lubricated at the Factory and are ready for use. The gears 
should be re-lubricated regularly, from sixty days to six months, depending on use. 
Remove gear housing, flush out all old grease with kerosene and, with gears in place, 
re-fill the housing about yi full. All bearings in the gear case end are lubricated 
by grease in the gear case. The commutator end armature bearing may be lubri¬ 
cated :—(1) In the l /\' Drill by removing the two switch handle screws and lifting 
the handle out of place just far enough to place one or two drops of oil on the 
armature shaft. (2) In the 5" Sander-Polisher by putting one or two drops of 
oil through the small center hole in the back end of the motor case. (3) In the J4” 
Drill by placing a few drops of oil in the oil holes at rear of housing. This lubrica¬ 
tion is essential only after an extensive period of operation. The 6" Saw armature 
bearing is “grease-sealed” and factory lubrication will last the life of the bearing. 
Electric tools out of service for a long time should be completely re-lubricated 
before use. 

Inspect carbon brushes frequently and replace when badly worn. Replace weak 
brush springs. Keep brushes clean and sliding freely in their guides. Keep commu¬ 
tator clean and smooth. Rub very lightly with fine sand paper (not emery cloth). 
If badly grooved, turn down on a lathe or send to our Service Station for repair. 

The quick-acting Jacobs “hex-key” chuck carries a tag with complete operating 
instructions. Keep the hex-key in a convenient place—and re-order at once if 
you lose it. Keep chuck jaws clean and free from grease or other foreign substance. 
If chuck jaws require replacement, a set of jaws can be ordered without buying the 
complete chuck.
